As one ethers the hall through 
I the main gateway on Hoffman afreet 
the eye first is impressed by the mag- 
nifirent distances and the seemingly 
endless vistas of seats 
Under the 
hands of the decorators the place baa 
lost 
it* 
military, 
utilitarian look, 
transformed by the more than 40,- 
000 yards of bunting that hides the 
roof beams, drapes the walls and 
covers practically every foot of the 
interior except 
the 
window* and 
floor spaces. 
Th* background la a 
soft effect of cream, gold and white, 
which make* an effective setting for 
the 
national 
colors 
displayed 
In 
countless arrangements, and the In­ 
signia and colors 
of 
the 
various 
states. 
The 
seating 
arrangements 
bere 
are the result of long study on the 
architects' part. aided by the prac­ 
tical experience of men veraed in the 
practical problems of great conven­ 
tions. 
This hall will seat comfort­ 
ably more than 15,000 persons, and 
those in charge of its preparation be­ 
lieve they have w orked, out 
their 
problem so that every member of this 
great audience can command a view 
of the speakers’ stand and under­ 
p i n I what is being said 
To bring 
about the location of the sneak­ 
ers piattorm was the m atter of first 
importance 
In the Baltimore ball the speak­ 
ers w ill stan I wet! out toward the 
middle 
of 
the auditorium, directly 
opposite the main central entrance, 
mid way bet wee ip the ends of the hall 
and about 60 feet, or more than one- 
third tbe'distance from the rear wall 
of the interior. 
This rostrum, the 
heart of the convention hall, Is not 
large enough to permit much pacing 
about on the orator’* part.

•tates paid 92.400,000 In bounties, 
and in not one of these states has 
there been exterminated a single spe­ 
cies of beast or bird.
